MILWAUKEE, Wis.— The Amer- 


ican Railroad Men's association, a 
fraternal association embracing: 10,- 
000 yardmasters, • jard conductors 
and switchmen, today issued an ap- 
peal to all railorad unions to call 
off the proposed general strike and 
accept the wage cut.ordered .by the 
U. S. Railroad .Labor Board.

union men were warned that if they 
strike, "arrayed against you there 
is 100,000,000 men, women and chil- 
dren. The same railroad manage- 
ments that now seem to decry pub- 
lic opinion would so mould and crys- 
tallize it against you as to over- 
whelm you and would use in their 
defense that 
same power

Every afternoon, six days of the week, nearly a score of lit 


lie kiddies are tucked into bed at 22 North Hancock for an after. 
noon nap. There they arc, safe and snug, while a score of moth- 
ers are in office and restaurant and laundry laboring to keep 
mother and baby out of want. 


We wish that every person in Madison, could see these kid- 


dies some afternoon at the Public Welfarehouse on Hancock 
street. Every person who has a drop of human kindness in his 
heart would respond generously to the annual appeal of the Pub- 
lic Welfare association could they know of the noble work that 
Is being carried on by this organization. 


And the work of the association in taking care of the chil- 


dren of working women in the public nursery each day is only 
one of a number of benevolent activities carried on by the or- 
ganization. 


The general scope of the work of the organization has been 


well described by the secretary who says: 


"The name of our organization typifies the inclu- 


sive quality of our work. We want to Ite of assistance 
to every citizen who needs care, who needs someone 
with whom to counsel, who is involved in debt to his de- 
spair, whoso children need safeguarding during the 
hours of employment or need special medical attention 
beyond his ability to provide, whose growing boys and 
girls present perplexities, whose home is threatened by 
distress of any kind.

whose parents are unable to pay specialists' fees. There are 
many children in Madison, as in any other community, where 
life is being stunted and little bodies affected by poison slowly 
seeping Into the system from defective tonsils. 


The dental clinic tries to find the boy of poor parentage 


whose defective teeth arc thwarting a healthy physical develop- 
ment. 


Tho Service shop of the organization has undertaken to 


provide pecp'e with opportunities to buy clothing and other ne- 
cessities at prices which they can pay.

These arc only a fc\v of the activities being carried on by 


the Public Welfare association.

Broiher and a Big Sister to Madison's unfortunates.

Public Welfare association. 


One rebuilt boy, one mother able to keep her baby with her 


at night, one family turned from discouragement and debt into 
happiness and contentment,—these are good investments for a 
community.

Urges Strictness With Student Offenders 


(An Editorial From the Daily Cardiinal) 


.HILE it is yet early In the season a defi- 


nite stand ought to be taken on a ques- 


tion'that assumed serious proportions last year. 
That is the question of personal and business 
'dishonesty on the part of students. 


Last year the merchants of Madison lost 


around $1,000 in forged checks alone, the- for- 
geries being committed by. university, students. 
Petty larceny also was much too common. This 
is an appalling record. It constitutes a problem 
which any self-respecting university must meet. 


It is not enough for the faculty to take action. 


Forging checks and petty larceny are violations 
of the law of the land as well-as violations of the 
the standards of probity demanded by the uni- 
versity officials.

There seems to have 'been an impression in 


some quarters that students caught in such vio- 
lations of the law should be dealt with more 


gently than their erring brothers outside the 
pale of college life. This is an unsound doctrine 
•in principle and it works a positive injustice to 
the 89 per cent of students who suffer when the 
few bring shame upon the university. 
. . 


There is some justification for special clem- 


ency in cases where harmless college pranks 
lead students into minor trespasses. But the 
college student and the ordinary sitizen stand 
on the same ground when it comes to a case of 
forging checks and shoftliftingr. 
Equality be- 


for e'the law cannot be abrogated in favor of one 
or the other. 


The only way to prevent a recurrence of last 


year's record is for student opinion to support 
the vigorous and fearless prosecution to the 
limit of every student who acts in violation of 
the law. The autho'ritie's'may rest assured that 
the great mass of students are for justice in 
such .cases, let it lead where it will.
